Several Hundred Residents of Lonely 


Hill Country West of Austin Reported 
Ready To Meet Dry Agents With Bul- 
lets—Charge Death Traps Set, 
AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 20.—(U. P.)—Federal officers were 


said tonight to be planning an organized move to break 
up an alleged huge moonshining industry operating in the 
hill country west of Austin. 


Several hundred residents of the lonely hills, tradition- 


ally known as "charcoal burners," a congregation of strange 
people so mixed in blood they almost constitute a separate 
race, are charged as the operators of huge moonshine stills 
and of death traps to protect themselves against prohibition 
agents. 


One clash took place several days 
ago between officers and alleged 
moonshiners 
and. the 
expedition 


into the hills was followed by the 
rumor of the death traps, described 
as mounted hair-trigger shotguns, 
strategically located to protect the 
cattle trails that lead into the hiliK. 
Two men were arrested and a 
small still was captured by the of- 
ficers on that invasion.

has become an extremely hazar- 
dous task to move liquor supplies 
from the hills into the. city.

No official word of the reported

fect which appears in the house and 
senate journals of the 1921 legisla- 
tive session, relative to passage of 
an act authorizing- search of prem- 
ises and seizure of stills, mat>h anO 
other equipment for the manufac- 
ture of intoxicating liquor, the Ne- 
braska legal department in an opin- 
ion given Saturday holds that the 
measure is in full force and effect. 
This ruling by Assistant Attorney 


General Basye, which is approved 
by Attorney General Spillman, cites 
sevetal decisions of the state su- 
preme court running back a num- 
ber of years, in which that tribunal 
uniformly held that a law will not 
be declared invalid merery because 
the legislative record of its enact- 
ment may be imperfect, and that 
the enrolled b'll itself, if properly 
signed and certified, 
outweighs* 


errors and omissions appearing in 
the journals. 
County Attorney Cecil B.. Boughn 


of Thurston county called attention 
to the fact that neither the house 
nor the senate journal of 
1921 


showed a roll call taken in the con-' 
ference report on the bill pertain- 
ing to stills and mash. 
He pointed out the provision in 


section 13, articie 3, of the const'- 
tution, requiring a roll call in each 
branch and the same majority to 
adopt conference amendments as 
wag necessary to pass the bill in 
the first place. 
Thought Statute Void. 
For these reasons Mr, Bougrhn 


believed the search and seizure act 
lelative to still-s and mash had not 
been ptoperiy passed by the law- 
making assembly and was void.

. For Five Weeks. 


College of 
Agriculture in 


Charge of Demonstrations 


And £xhibits. 


The Nebraska poultry special, 


which is to be operated by the Bur- 
lington under the dncction of the 
'college of agriculture, will begin 
its five weeks tour of the state on 
Monday, March 1. It is scheduled 
to arrive at O'Neill at 3 o'clock that 
morning. Three towns will be vis- 
ited almost every day except Sun- 
days during 
the 
following- 
five 


weeks. On April 3 the last stop will 
be made at Harvard 
The train will consist of nine 
cars and will carry exhibit cars 
showing the various phases of the 
poultry industry. The first car -vill 
be devoted to feeds, health, main- 
tenance, ana prevention and control 
of disease. The second car will be 
a live poultry transit car, carried 
along to show the method of trans- 
porting li\e poultry and to bring 
out the features of poultry markot- 
ing. The thiid car will be a freight 
car fitted with two modern colony 
brooder houses. 
These are 
full 


sized houses and were built by the 
students at the college. The plans 
of these houses will be available 
for persons who are interested in 
them. Two other cars will also be 
fitted up with poultry industry ex- 
hibits. 
The fourth car will be devoted to 


turkey and chicUcen management 
and will contain exhibits dealing 
with culling", feeding, etc. The radio 
hen, the mystery of the special, will 
also be an exhibit in this car. 
The fifth car will be devoted to 


the finished product. The Western 
"Weighing and Inspection buieau is 
installing an exhibit under the di- 
rection of the poultry department 
of the agricultural college to show 
the proper method of loading egg 
cars for transit. A dresseS poultiy 
exhibit is being installed by the Ne- 
braska Poulti> Butter and Egg as- 
sociation The exhibit will show the 
pioper methods of dressing poul- 
try. This exhibit will contain many 
things of interest to the poultry 
consumeis. The other cars \i ill be 
used to cairy the equipment and 
personnel of the train.

orations Mrs. Bradley heard near- 
ly fifty-three years ago aiv still 
alive. Judge Dales is secretary of 
the boardsof regents of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, a position he 
has held for more than fifty years, 
and Judge Snell is a retired at- 
torney, living at Takoma, AVash.. 
where he has made his home since 
1888. 
Judge Snell has served as 


prosecuting attorney, city attorney 
and judge of the superior couit tit 
Takoma. He was a member of the 
Nebraska state senate i ntlie tes- 
sions of 18S5 and

charter day program, a similar story 
of the early life of the university 
was.unfolded.

Stevens of 17 Heckla Block, Ed- 
monton, Alberta, Canada, formerly 
Mary Sessions, one of the first stu- 
dents of the university, came this 
letter following the 1925 radio pro- 
gram : 


"It was especially interesting to 


me, as I was- the only girl la the 
first .graduating class of the uni- 
vcjsity, but the January before I 
iv:is persuaded to accept a position 
ss a teacher and, naturally, never 
returned, a step I've always rc- 
£icited. Chancellor Bentonl Profes- 
sors Church and Aughey were the 
teachers.

Clarence Rhodes, were names of 
young men in the class." 


Mr. Snell was a member of the 
class of 1873, and Mr. Howard, un- 
til recently professor of political 
science and sociology at the uni- 
versity, and Mr. Rhodes were mem - 
bers of the class of 1S76. The re- 
gistrar's office shows that Mary 
Sessions was a special student of 
the university in 1876 and 1S77. No 
record of her activities since leav- 
ing the institution- had been kept, 
and her address was unknown until 
the above letter was received a year 
ago by the alumni office. 


"The first modest building" re- 


ferred to by Mrs. Bradley was old 
University hall, recently razed to 
the first 'floor because of Its un- 
safe condition. The building was 
built in 1871, and had Housed at 
one time or another nearly every 
one of the more than 30,000 former 
students of the institution.

Then Bob Fitz- 
simmons beat Gardner, after which 
Philadelphia Jack O'Brien knocked 
out Fitz and claimed the champ- 
ionship. 
Tommy 
Burns became 


"champion" 
in 1907 by

O'Brien but almost immediately af- 
terward 
renounced t.he title and 


became a heavyweight. So, of the 
first five men to hold the title, not

thousand out of it. 
The division was forgotten from 


1907 
to 1916, 
when

seemed to have won 13 out of the 
15 rounds of that battle. 
Berlenbach isn't 
superstitious.

An" annoying rim squeak can be 


stopped by running the car for a 
short distance with the lugs fairly 
loose. This will permit the rim to 
readjust itself and the noise will 
stop of its own accord. Repeat this 
'irocoss if the squeak persists when, 
the lugs are tightened again. 


Every operator of a motor vehicle 


should learn to drive in a straight 
line. If changing the course of the 
car. clear signals should be first 
indicated with the hand. 


A strainer or trap installed in 


the gasoline line of the car will 
keep the water and sediment out of 
the carburetor and vacuum tank, 
as they are heavier than gasoline 
and settle at the lowest point. 


Always brush off an accumulation 


of snow when bringing the car into 
the garage after a storm, otherwise 
the snow in melting will remain on 
the various "parts of the car too 
long, doing all manner of damage 
before finally dripping to the" floor. 


When it is found difficult to shift 


into low for a quick start, try shift- 
ing into second or reverse- an in- 
stant before trying again.

So much has happened in tho.se 
•\ears—revolution and peace, peace 
at least on paper and the hope oC 
pee.ce growing in men's hearts, fal- 
len monarchies and risen republics, 
sovereigns of old dynasties fleeing 
to safe havens and new ones rising 
from the people, old bitternesses 
hidden, if not forgotten, poverty for 
the ancient houses and riches for 
the new, life and death, death that 
knows no eras; 


Not twice as long as those war 
jears, these days since that one 
of 1913 when the world went mad 
with joy and wept for its sorro-r. 
Yet today, men are trying to ri^e 
above the old differences. 
They 
are trying to make the brotherhood 
ot man a reality, even though dis- 
sension and strife and differences 
make their hopes seem but a futile 
dream, born in minds too weary 
with past trials. 


Still Trying to Forget, 


Seven 
times seven years will 
pass before men can see certain 
mind 
pictures, can hear 
certain 
words, can press certain anniver- 
saries without animosity and ran- 
cor in their heaits, more than that 
before we can absolve those re- 
sponsible for the greatest conflict 
of modern times, but the monoton- 
ous round of Irving today and to- 
morrow and the next 
gradually 
buries the most acute 
memories,, 
and the day comes when men try 
to remember instead of trying to 
forget. 


The need to earn a crust oE bread 
and a corner to sleep in, the de- 
sire to found a new home, the im- 
pulse to play, the longir.g for peace 
and calm, the urgency o£ making 
the future out of the preheat -those 
dull little duties, those exigencies 
of mortal life throw the dust of ex 
istence over the dead memories of 
other days, and though the remem- 
brances may be acute, time heals 
world wounds as well as 
ti 
aches, and none can stay it. 


Those who were our 
enemies 
seven years ago are coming to our 
shores today, seeking dollars that 
are more stable than marks, work 
that is lasting, and perhaps a new 
start, -with the hope of forgetful- 
ness of certain things in the year? 
of 1914 to 1918, and in the days 
that followed in Germany. 


Schemed for Liberty. 


Ot those who have come heic 
with the avowed intention of be- 
coming an American citizen and <>f 
growing old with the United Statrs 
one Is Carl Luncke, who was a boy 
sailor in the "World war 
Only 17 
years old at the time of his bripf 
service in the German navy, he 
•was much older than that in tho 
theoretical 
strategies 
of warfare 
and in certain socialistic beliefs, 
because, for a number of years he 
had been a member of a German 
secret 
organization -whose belief 
was in a republican form of gov- 
ernment- 


Leaving "high school in his home 
town of Dortmund, Carl Luncke 
entered an officers' training school 
at Bremen. He remained there ff r 
three months, when he was called 
to submarine duty. For this duty 
he had only one week's training, in- 
stead of several months of training 
given ordinarily, because Germany, 
he says, was short of men. and the 
boys were needed on the subs at 
once, and there was no time to 
give them proper training. 


Mr. Luncke was assigned to sub- 
marine No. 148 and for five weeks 
he «aw service in the North sea. 
Tho submarine base was at Bre- 
men, 
which was the base for about 


100 Gesman. subs. As mate, 
Mr. 
Luncke was in charge of the en- 
gines and kept them in working 
order, but sa>s that he fired on 
the English ships pi} ing tho cola 
waters of the North sea. However 
he says, a strict watch for English 
ships -was maintained, and several 
were fired upon, out without dis- 
aster to Britain. 


, Stuck in Bottom of Sea. 
Tho longest he was away_ from 
Bremen was two weeks, 'when the 
141 wu ahootlnv about 
beneath 


the sea on duly beriT. One day, as 
the

-was submerging, 
sonifc 


trouble developed

Reveille sounded at 5 o'clock, 


after which tho men were given 
ten minutes to dress. A-t the close 
of that time, rooms were to bt 


cleaned, and an officer with white 
gloves stood by to inspire perfec- 
tion and to point out defects in the 
bed making and room cleaning. 


Breakfast was served at 7 o'clock, 


and it was a long way to the coo* 
tent, so the coffee was, ne\ er en- 
jo^ed smoking hot. Drill was

from 11 to 12 o'clock came clothes 


repairing and 
button 
polishing,

Tried to Capture Kaiser.

In Dortmund, this 
organization 


had about 2,000 members. 
"When 


Mi. Luncke \\as 13% years old, he 
became a member of it and re- 
tained his membership until after 
the revolution. Tne orden had two 
divisions, one for boys 13 to IS, ana 
one for men from 18 to 40. Many 
boys and nearly all the teachers in 
the high school were members of 
the association. 


Wounded During Revolution. 


Tf the 
goveminent 
recognized 
that .such an 01 ganization existed, 
it paid no attention to it, perhaps 
bclie\ing that prohibition would in- 
crease its 
fa\or. 
However, 
the 


towns people who opposed it mada 
it necessdiy to have 
secret meet- 


ings, and woid of the sessions was 
always sent t,ecretly and the meet- 
ing's were not held in 
the 
same 
place U\o times. In Germany, all 
places of amufaemcnt close at mid- 
night, and the orden meetings were 
geneially held after that hour. Now 
and again, the boys, met on Sunday 
morning during the chuich hour. 


Duiing the Revolutions, the first 


one -which began November 8 and 
the "second one which began April 
10 and lasted for a couple of 
rnonthb, Mr. Luncke was in Berlin 
and in the coal mine districts 
He 


was wounded in the knee during 
this time, but as it was aciual 
warfare he killed, and at one time 
assisted m the execution of soldiers 
who had refused to obey certain 
oidcrs. 
_^ 


After the collapse of the revo- 


lution, Mr. Luncke woiked in a 
coal mine office, where hi.3 father 
it, supenntendent. 
The men were 


on strike for more money—a dollar 
was worth 80,000,000 marks — and 
Mr. Luncke's father was working 
hi* mine with strike breakers. Tha 
strike eventually was brought to 
an end \\hen the government in- 
sisted that the men pay cash at 
the stores and that no credit be 
extended. 


Tells of French Horrors. 


Following the 
revolution, Mr. 


Luncke icturned to high school for 
a year. And with this story comes 
in the bitterness toward the French. 
He claims 
that 
in 
the district 


aiound Essen tho French soldiers 
took all the milk and cream for 
themselves, and left 
the German 
babies nothing to eat but bread 
made of sawdust. 
But his personal feeling is even 


moie acute and in a way respon- 
sible for his being in America. 


During the last 
year 
of high 


school, a gioup of students were 
standing on a walk one day, Mr. 
Luncke says, when two French of- 
ficers hit a couple of students with 
their swagger sticks. The next day 
some of the students attacked ten 
French soldiers at the depot, knock- 
ing them down and killing two in 
the fight which followed. 


Who killed the officers, no ona 


knows,, according to 
Mr. Luncke. 
but all the students fled to Han- 
over, outside the occupied terri- 
tory. 
Some of the students did 
not lemaln in hiding as long as was 
necessary, and upon their return 
to Dortmund, the French took five 
of them to prison 
And later to 
France, where they were put to 
work cleaning up parts of the bat- 
tlefields. 


Finds Corn Shucking Hard. 


Not 
having perfect safety 
in 


Dortmund, having no money, and 
no work, Mr. Luncke 
decided to 


come to the United States. 
He 
came by way of England and ern- 
bark^d from France, 
landing- at 


Portland, Me, November 20, J923- 
From there, he went to Philadel- 
phia, where his father has a coubln 
living, and 
together 
they toured 


country 


As Mr. Luncke wanted to sea 


tho country before settling down. 
they went first to California and 
then to New Mexico. 
From there 
they went into'Montana and. then 
gradually back to Philadelphia. 


His first 
job 
In America was 
near Syracuse, 
N. 
Y., shucking 


corn. 
"It was the hardest job I ever 


liad. 
"We don't haf corn in Ger- 
many." 
From there he came to Syracuse, 


Xeb., and worked 
for a farmer. 


While there, IIP took out his first 
citizenship papers 
at 
Nebraska 


City. 
For the past 
six 
months, Mr. 


Luncke has been working at Ta- 
bitha home during the absence of 
one of the regular workers. 
Upon 


his return, Mr. Luncke went to 
work 
at 
the 
Burlington 
round 


house, where he Is now employed- 


However, his ambition is not to 


remain a civilian worker. 
JIc Is 


anxlou«« to 
get 
into 
tho United 


Stales navy, as he is very fond ot 
sea life. 
Tic made application to 


join the navy iccently, but word 
was received from Washington that 
he i/iust remain for another year 
In this country. 
After three years 


of residence, his application will b« 
received.

Divorce and shattered home ties, thefts and "rob- 


beries, embezzlements, sicknesses and suffering, sui- 
cides and murders-all of these dark shadows m the 
seething current of life in Denver have resulted from 
the practice of borrowing money for luxuries. 


The outcry against soft and easy living is as o d 


as the record of man. The glories of Ancient Sparta 
were dimmed, it was- said, when the harsh, rigorous 


• training to which the Spartan youth was subjected 
was abandoned. 
Dissolution and destruction of the 


great Roman empire followed fast on the heels of 
Tndulgences and excesses in living by the warriors 
and citizens who had builded it. Later a great Eng- 
lishman put^ the same sentiment into verse when he 
•wrote: 
/ 


"111 fares the land, to hastening woes a prey, 
"Where wealth accumulates and men decay." 
So it is only natural that many individuals and 


many agencies in America should manifest deep con- 
cern'over the growing tendency of the masses to par- 
take of the joys and the comforts of life. It is a cry 
which has been heard ever 
since men discarded 


clothing made from the rough skins of animals for 
the comforts of more pleasing raiment, ever since he 
has slept in a bed instead of a rough pallet and par- 
taken of his food on the table instead of off of the. 
ground or the floor. Jn spite- of all of its courage and 
its daring the world clings tenaciously to the past. 
It sees safety in adhering to the methods of living 
which characterized the habits of other generations 
and it views with alarm every transition, innovation 
and change in the standards which govern the home. 
The ultra caution with which man changes his view- 
point probably is his salvation and buttress against 
too rapid development. 


farmer can. work out his own salvation without any 
assistance or Interference from Washinrton. 
The 


bankers and the politicians, who are trying- to tell 
the farmer what Is wrong with farming, should1 take 
notice. 


MAN'S MOST VALUABLE POSSESSION. 


Without doubt the spirit which begets true friend- 


ship, good fellowship and helpfulness is more pre- 
valent in the world today than it was even a few 
decades ago, and the reason therefor Is not difficult 
of discernment. People are mingling with their fel- 
lows now to a greater extent than at any previous 
time and by becoming better acquainted are learning 
to more thoroughly appreciate the good qualities of 
one another. 


The great fraternal societies which arc spread 


all over the land have aided tremendously in this 
respect, as have the dinner and cultural clubs which 
now exist everywhere. 
These bring the people into 


closer contact and enable them to more accurately 
weigh the merits as well as to estimate the shortcom- 
ings and frail'tles of those 
with whom they thus 


associate. 


The person who does not belong to organizations 


of this character or who fails to attend their meet- 
ings because of the mistaken idea that he cannot 
spare the time is cheating himself of the most valu-, 
able gift within his reach. 
Opportunity to mingle 


with one's fellows, to gain 
their point of'view, .to 


learn of their hopes and aspirations, to absorb their 
philosophy and to ^acquire an intimate knowledge of 
the motives which actuate them is the greatest privi- 
lege which one can possess. 


Contrary to the assertions of the pessimist, know- 


ledge of man gives one greater -faith in humanity. 
The great body of mankind is true, noble, honest and 
charitable at heart and it is because we do not thor- 
oughly know them tliat we look upon many as cold- 
blooded, mercenary, sordid and grasping. 
If we 


would but "get under their skins" we would learn 
that their natural impulses are such as to endear 
them to us and to shame us for our cruel mis- 
judgment. 


What the world needs, and what it is slowly ac-- 


quiring is more charity; more love of man for man. 
The surest and the quickest way to bring this about 
is for people to mingle' more frequently and more 
intimately with their fellows. 
This does not mean 


in a business way, but in a fraternal way, seeking 
to learn and to impart knowledge, to extend help and 
to acquire inspiVation and strength. 


In business, credit is 
considered man's greatest 


asset, but friendship is the most valuable thing that 
one' can ever call his own in all his journey from 
the cradle to the grave- 


But in spite of the reflection man is slowly ad- 


vancing- wealth is increasing and the opportunity for 
enjoyment of the things which can be had for pur- 
' chasing is being rapidly extended—no one will seri- 
ously question the gravity of the problem presented 
by these new tastes and appetites. 


In Denver the Retail Credit association believes it 


is sufficiently alarming to warrant the passage of a 
resolution calling upon loan agencies to discourage 
the practice of advancing credit where the funds are 
to be used for the purchase of luxuries. 


The resolution does not attempt to designate what 


modern conveniences constitute luxuries and what 
represent necessities. Presumably that is to be left 
to" the individual judgment of the one with money to 
loan 
This very lack of definitencss defeats any 


result which might be expected. 
Very few of tho 


bankers and financiers 
hold different views with 


reference to luxuries and necessities than the rest of 
the human race. Music has become an indispensable 
necessity of the" home. The automobile, the electric 
light, the telephone, the bath tub—all of the accom- 
paniments of modern civilization 
have become so 


much 
a 
part 
of human 
experience 
that 
they 


have ceased to be luxuries. We think we must have 
a certain amount of diversion and cntertainmenr. 
We have been taught that life is not complete with- 
out a measure of good literature and art. Food no 
longer comes to us in bulk but in daintily prepared 
packages, scientifically packed and sealed. 
In tho 


home the housewife is spared much of the'hard labor 
which fell upon the shoulders of her grandmother 
and her mother. In his office or his factory or his 
mercantile establishment the head of the household 
finds greater comfort than did his father. 


Unless people are prepared to go back to the grim 


ways of living of a half century ago there seems to 
be no way of averting the inevitable consequences 
of ill-governed desires. This tendency to spend be- 
yond our means has caused crime, has disrupted 
homes and has inflicted mental and bodily ills upon 
the race. But nature and natural laws seem to have 
a way of taking care of it. 


A FARMER WHO DIDN'T NEED HELP. 


George and Anna Snyder, who have op-.-nited a 


400-acre farm northwest of Plattsmouth for a num- 
ber of years, might have given up the fight for a 
livelihood in agriculture but they did not. A few 
days ago they purchased the farm upon which they 
have made their hom'e from the guaranty fund com- 
mission for the consideration of $65,000. They'paid 
the state board $35,000 cash and assumed a mortgage 
for ?2S,000. 


The calamity howlers, who can see nothing ahead 


of the farmer except bankruptcy and impovensh- 


. ment, should barken to the story of this plucky Ne- 


braska couple. 


When the period of sharp price decline and agri- 


cultural depression visited these western states in 
5921, the Snyders were faced with the loss o£ their 
homestead, which embraced this 400-acre tract. The 
land was finally taken over by the state guaranty 
fund commission when the bank which held a mort- 
gage upon it failed. But the Snyders did not move 
off of their farm. 
They succeeded in entering into 


an agreement with the state board to rent it, with an 
option of purchase. 
In the four years which have 


intervened, they paid the states in excess,of SS.OOO 
as rental "and were able to save enough to make a 
most substantial payment in repurchase of the place 
which had been theirs. They did this In those years 
when agriculture was facing its most severe trials. 
Prices of farm produce were out of joint with those 
in other-lines of industry, it has been claimed, and 
the farming section has been compelled to operate 
at a great disadvantage. But the Snyders did not 
weep and they did not bemoan their fate. They went 
to work and they planted crops. 
They used their 


heads In the selection of the grains which they raised. 
They applied business to marketing. 
They plugged 


the leaks which dissipate a'farm's earnings. 


In a few years Mr. and Mrs. Snyder arc confident 


they will have 
their 
farm 
entirely free of any 


obligation. 
' 
' 


There is a moral in the story of the Snyders fo^ 


those who are now asking the(government to help 
them. They have given most convincing proof that 


"WE NEED A LAW." 


This proposal of the Presbyterian board to do away 


with football games on Thanksgiving day should 
provide solace to those who are running low On ma- 
terial in their agitation for more law. Very shortly 
it may be expected there will be a demand tor legis- 
lation on the subject—to prevent universities, colleges 
and high schools from playing- football on Thanks- 
giving day. 


Repressive legislation is the order of the day 
It is popular because a minority in every com- 


..lurnty can be depended upon to rally to its support. 
This group, with its noisy demand, have generally 
been successful in getting what it wanted, because 
the great mass of citizenship has ben too disinterested 
or too busy to make its sentiment know^i. The re- 
sult in a large number of instances has been to 
impose government by a minority. To attempt to 
foster the spiritual phases of Thanksgiving by re- 
stricting other customs and traditions which have 
crept into its celebration is a hopeless sort of an 
undertaking. Because football games may be banned 
on Thanksgiving day will not add a single spiritual 
note to its observance. People will not'-be any more 
rclig-ious, any more thoughtful, unless they are so 
minded. 


As a matter of fact the games between the great 


universities of the country have added a bright and 
colorful touch to Thanksgiving. They bring together 
vast groups of people, under conditions that' tend to 
promote a sense of sportsmanship and fair play. There 
is nothing compulsory about attendance. . Those who 
want to see a football game can go; those who want 
to attend church or remain at the family fireside may 
do so. That is the way it should be. 


PENNY WISE AND POUND FOOLISH. 


Mr. Coolidge's determination not to approve any 


expenditure which he deems unnecessary is very com- 
mendable, especially in the cases involving his own 
welfare and comfort, but he .may carry it to an 
extreme. 


Major Grant, in charge of the public buildings 'at 


Washington, has announced the roof of the White 
House is in a dangerous condition. He thinks it will 
take a half million dollars tb place it in proper con- 
dition. 
The president believes such an expenditure 


is unnecessary and ho has disapproved it. The roof 
has settled in a marked degree since 1D12 when it 
was overhauled by congressional act and there is 
danger of a collapse, Major Grant says. 


The building supervisor is the best judge of condi- 


tions. 
If his fears have any substantial foundation 


it would be much wiser and less expensive to make 
repairs now than to wait until actual damage, to the 
building and its contents occurs. . 


THE NEW MASONIC TEMPLE. 


Announcement of the purchase of a site for the 


new Masonic tcmpie at Seventeenth and L streets 
very clearly portends some of the plans which are 
developing in connection with Nebraska's new capitol. 


The new Masonic temple, will be but two blocks 


from the monumental building which will stage the 
state's activities. 
The building organization has ac- 


quired sufficient ground to give it a pretentious set- 
ting and the -plans which are being drafted will call 
for an edifice of most pleasing and imposing pro- 
portions. 


Presumably at some distant date Nebraska's capitol 


will be surrounded with buildings of a civic or semi- 
public character in keeping with the architectural 
beauties which characterize the former. The ultimate 
plan is to make it the civic center of the Nebraska 
capita!. 
Nothing- should be permitted to Intervene 


to efface that splendid dream. 


LLOYD GEORGE'S LAND REFORMS. 


Britain has been flirting with socialism very fre- 


quently of late. 


The dole system which fastened its viciousness 


upon the British empire a few years ago was a step 
in that direction. Numerous oilier governmental ges- 
tures in insurance, in the building program and in 
the handling of some, of the natural monopolies have 
smacked of socialism. 


It remained for*ex-Prcmler Lloyd George to bring: 


forward the most radical proposal yet brought to 
the attention of the British people. 
His land pro- 


gram in brief provides the government shall profit 
by the accretions in land values, and that in turn this 
shall be redistributed among- the people 
There is 


little difference between confiscation of land and 
confiscation of "its .benefits and advantages. 
The 


one merely cuts deeper than the other. Lloyd George 
thus directly forces Great Britain to decide whether 
it desires to embark upon a program of socialism.

He still has retained, the. faith 


hat conquered the bitterness in his 
icart following his tragedy.

lopes it will be Christmas, he will

It was seven years ago the past 


Christmas that J. Arernon, a well 
mown vaudeville man 
who has 


ilayed Lincoln for many years, be- 
anie blind. It was all so sudden 
hat it seems even yet as though it 
an't be true. 
v 


.Mr. Vernon had been doing some 
vork with the legal advisory board 
uring the late war. 
He had used 


is eyes a great deal and they were 
trained and bloodshot, but. he gave 
nerd 
no 
serious 
thought. On 


Christmas eve, with Mrs. Vernon he 
:ad been for a walk and returned 
ome rather late. He unlocked the 
.oor and opened it for Mrs. Vernon 
o enter. He saw her pass through 
tie door and followed her. When he 
.ad turned the key on the inside he 
sked her why she didn't turn on 
he lights. 


Two. Years of Despair. 


"Why, 
the lights ajre on, Vernon," 


aid his wife. 


"Then, I cannot see, I am blind," 
e said. 
Oculists worked with him all the 
igfct but by morning there was not 
ray of light nor hope for him. 
"No one will ever know unless 
he}' have a similar experience, how 
errible that was," said Mrs. Vernon 
vho accompanies her husband on 
:is vaudeville 
circuit. "For 
two 


ears my husband suffered untold 
gonies in his mind. 
He couldn't 
at, he couldn't sleep. I would take 
lim for walks at 2 and 3 o'clock in 
he morning to quiet his nerves. I 
hought 
he would never, smile 


again." 


And Mr. Vernon felt as though 
ie never wanted to smile again. He 
iad always 
^>een a great tennis 


ilayer, and liked sports of all kinds, 


had won dozens of silver cups 
as a tennis champion, but he knew 
ie would never win another. He 
;ou^d see himself doing "nothing but 
ilting, helpless; existing from one 
iay.to another only because he had 
o, not because he had any desire 
o -live. 


For two years each day was th'e 


;ame 
thing over. 
There wasn't a 
great deal of money because the 
\rernons had reared two nieces wno 
vere- orphaned when 
they were 
mall. Boarding schools and pretty 
clothes take money. 


"We always had wanted a car," 


Mrs. Vernon said, "and planned for 
he tim« when we could have one. 
And then just as we were about 
ready to buy one, this happened." 


A Red-Headed Dummy. 


Perhaps you don't remember J. 


Vernon, but if you are a devotee of 
;hc vaudeville you will remember 
lim as the -ventriloquist who ap- 
>eared with his funny dummies at 
;he Liberty theater this season. It 


hat stare'/' Mr. Vernon said. "I 
vould catch myself Just straining 
very nerve, staring out Into noth- 
ng-, and when 1 found I-was'doing 
hat I Would Jlust stop and force my 
;yes to focus naturally. It takes 
inie, and patience, but it can be 
lone."

Mr. Yernoii^does not 
like his 
audience to know that he Is blind. 
"They are BO apt to applaud from 
sympathy, rather than because the 
act Is good,'' he said. 
The audience In Lincoln did not 


know. 
The stage is dark 
when 


Us dummies are brought out, cov- 
ered so as to resemble a piano. Mr. 
VernoiT comes with them, and when 
he lights go on he is standing back 
of his dumm'es, smiling at his au- 
dience in {he most natural manner 
n the world. The dummies, sing 
and talk, tell funny stories, and the 
audience 
laughs 
and applauds. 


Finally a spot light is thrown on 
tfr. Vernon as he sings a closing 
song, and he moves towards the 
exit. One. would think that he was 
pushing the dummies along, but he 
sn't." He hangs on to them and 
they are being pulled out' by Mrs. 
Vernon who stands in the wings 
and tells him .when to stop and 
start again. 
Mr. and Mrs. Vernon live 
in 


Prairie du Chien, Wis. .Kach sea- 
son they have invested their sav- 
ngs-'in a. cottage, all but one year, 
and that was when they bought the 
car they, had both wanted for so 


J. Vernon, 
one of the 
foremost 


ventriloquists and vaudeville artists 
on any circuit today, who lost his 
sight seven years ago, and who- still 
continues his stage work. 
was the funniest and ugliest pf all 
the dummies that brought Mr. Ver- 
n back to normalcy again. 
One day while rummaging around 


In some old .trunks Mrs. Vernon 
found the funny red-haired dummy 
and laid it oh a chair while she 
finished her work. Mr. Vernon came 
along, found the dummy and passed 
his hand over the ugly little face. 
"And that was the first time I 


had seen him smile during those 
two years,'' Mrs. Vernon said. 
"I 


thought then, that perhaps I could 
interest him in his dummies and 
take his mind off of himself, so I 
got them all out and fixed up. Mr. 
Vernon dife take an interest in them 
and we worked up a little act, just 
the two of us, and he would per- 
form with me as the audience. It 
did not occur to- either of us that 
we could go back on .the stage 
until sometime later. Without say- 
ing anything to any oi^our relatives 
or friends about it we wrote to a 
very good friend of Mr. Vernon who 
was the head of a vaudeville circuit, 
F. E. Albee. 
We told Mr. Albee 


about our act and he wired us the 
very day he received the letter and 
wanted us td come to New York 
the next day. I told my father and 
sister that we were going and they 
were horrified. They told me that I 
couldn't so to all kinds of strange 
places leading a blind man, but I 
did it, and I have never met people 
who were so kind. I think people 
are kind, as a rule, but they just 
don't stop long enough to show how 
nice.they can be unless someone is 
in trouble." 


Blind Man Starts Anew. 


And so, that began Mr. Vcrnon's 
career on the stage again. No one 
in the audience would ever suspect 
that he. is blind. He looks -at his 
dummies as they .talk, seems to 
look his audience squarely in the 
face without the peculiar stare that 
-the majority of blind people have. 
"It took me months to overcome 


'The Lord Will Provide." 
Mr. Vernon plays bridge well or 
any other kind of cards, for that 
matter,, and one evening at a, bridge 
part yhe made high score and car- 
ried off the prize. He has his own 
deck of cards which he has marked 
systematically 
with 
tiny. little 


pricks so that he can feel them. He 
s very careful to locate the exact 
)osition of the person he is talking 
:o, and talks right to them, looking 
at them all the while until you are 
almost convinced he isn't blind at 
all. 
That, too, according to Mr. 


Vernon is accomplished with much 
practice. 
/ 
He- is happy once again after his 
tragedy, and he thanks his wife 
and Mr. Albee for it. His 
wife 
started him on tho way to mental 
recovery, and Mr1. Albee, of whom 
he is very fond, 
gave him 
the 
chance to come back professionally. 
And he Is still certain that some 
Christmas morning his sight 
will 


come back. 
" 'The Lord will provide/ is the 


most truthful thought in the world," 
Mr. Vernon said. 
"He has pro- 
vided much already, and I am sure 
:hat he will do whatever is best."

"Lulu Belle.!' 
"Lulu Belle" is the squalid prose 


poem of a colored girl whose orbit 
embraces the San Juan Hill district 
in New York City, a Harlem cab- 
aret and, finally, a luxurious nest in 
the Avenue Marigny, Paris. Emo- 
tionally, it travels even 
further; 


:or Lulu Belle, a quadroon Carmen 
with marble arteries, betrays and 
ruins a yellow-skinned barber and 
in the midst of the downy ease be- 
stowed on her by a titled French- 
man, is done to death by the young 
negro whose heart she had de- 
spoiled. 
So much lor the story, which you 
are at liberty to take or leave. But 
the production is very 
different. 
This is something 'that you can 
scarcely afford to miss, It you pride 
yourself on a first-hand knowledge 
of contemporary stagecraft. 
True, 


Mr. B'elasco had not-about-faced in 
:he direction of "advanced" meth- 
ods. 
There are-no masks in his 
show, and no "simple" settings. 
What he gives you is the hot breath, 
;he packed intensity of brow«-fea- 
;ured human beings, the surge and 
thunder of racial frenzy, mirth and 
vice in the small compass of three 
hours. He does this with his usual 
prodigal solidity of structure. His 
Harlem is real—brick, timber and 
gutter.

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Statesmen, Generals and Prominent Men Counted 


Among Pioneer Veterans of Lincoln G. A. R. Post 


BY LULU MAE COE. 


The- rooter of Farragut post of 


the G. A. R. Is not as long aa once 
it was. 


Since that April day in 1879 when 


the post was mustered and the offi- 
cers Installed, it has had • a much 
larger membership than the orig- 
inal thirty-three who organized the 
post. And today, though it haa not 
aa few members as did the first 
post meeting, it is much smaller 
than It was a dozen years ago. 


So many of those charter mem- 


bers have passed on, and so many 
others who have joined the post in 
the past forty-seven years. Those 
who remain are old men, young 
though they were- when they wore 
the blup and 
strcngr 
and 
virile 


when they first became member* 
ol the G .A. R. 


On the membership rolls of Far- 


ragut post are 
many 
prominent 


names, names that have been sig- 
nificant in the state as well 
as 


within the narrower realms of the 
organization. 
Governors, senators, 


pioneers, builders of the state, many 
of them have in their life time been 
members of the first Lincoln post of 
the G. A. R. 
Dr. Wesley Queen, one of Lin- 


coin's early and prominent pioneers, 
was a member of this post. He 
visited this part of the country in 
1860, 
and reached the Salt creek 


basin in May. The following spring 
Dr. Queen opened a sanitarium, be- 
coming the first physician in the 
county. 
With other settlers. 
Dr. 


Queen built a bridge across Salt 
Creek for a steam wagon road fiom 
Nebraska City to Denver. March 4, 
1862, 
he was appointed the first 


postmaster in Lincoln, then a town 
of 250 inhabitants, resigning- the 
following October to enter the army 
as a member of Company F, Second 
Nebraska infantry. Dr. Queen was 
the only soldier 
fiom 
Lancaster 


caumty. He took part in the first 
Fourth of July celebration in Lin- 
coln in 1861. After the war, he re- 
turned to the state and continued 
his medical practice. 


State Pioneers Included. 


A. C. Ricketts, who came to Lin- 


coln in 1872, was a member of the 
law 
firm 
of 
Field, 
Ricketts 
& 


Ricketts 
For three years Mr. 


Ricketts was city attorney of Lin- 
coln amd for five years was presi- 
dent of the board of education. 


Another of the state pioneers who 


had membership in Farragut post 
was Jerome Shamp, who arrived in 
Lancaster county in 1866 and home- 
steaded in the section that later 
became 
Centerville 
precinct. 
In 


1876, 
Mr. Shamp moved to Lincoln 


where- he became a member of the 
firm of Daivson, Shamp, and com- 
pany, implement dealers After sev- 
eral changes in partnership, 
the 


firm became the Shamp Implement 
company. 
Mr. Shamp was elected 


to the state legislature In 1887 and 
in' 1892 was a candidate for con- 
gress 
against 
William 
Jennings 


Bryan. 
Arriving in Nebraska in 1869, Or- 


lando W. Webster came to Lincoln 
the following year, and for many 
years was a shoe merchant. For 
ten years, Mr. Webster was a mem- 
ber of the city council and 
for 


eight years of that time was chair- 
main of the finance committee. He 
was for two years council presi- 
dent, receiving the unanimous vote 
for that office. 
Mr "Webster lived 


in the brick house on 
the north 


side of J street east of Thirteenth 
fctrect. 
W. M. Gifford came to Harlan 


county in 1874 and 
farmed there 


until 1876, when he removed to a 
form near 
Lewistan. 
Remaining 


there until 1900, Mr. Gifford in that 
year came to Lincoln and devoted 
his attention to the real estate bus- 
iness. 
For eight years and four 


months he was received 
of 
the 


United States land office, being ap- 
pointed In 1906 by President Roose- 
velt and re-appointed in 1910 by 
President TafL From 1891 to 1893. 
Mr. Gifford was a member of the 
state 
legislature 
f r o m 
Pawnee 


county. 


Slow Train Lucky. 


When Granville Ensign decided to 


go to Denver and leave his Iowa 
homo after the war, he was delayed 
by a late train in Des Moines. While 
there, he heard so much of Lincoln 
that he changed his plans and came 
here Instead. 
He first opened 
a 


livery business on the north side of 
P street opposite the post 
office. 


After six months he removed to 221 
South Eleventh street and enlarged 
his business to include omnibus and 
transfer. 
Later, Mr. Ensign oper- 


ated a dairy farm of 400 acres 
south of Lincoln. In 1880, he was 
elected sheriff of the county and 
was re-elected. 
B,e was also 
a 


councilman during the mayorship 
of A. J. Sawyer. 


L. C. Burr, who with his brother, 


C. C. Burr, erected the Burr block, 
now the Security Mutual building, 
came to Lincoln in 1870. For fifty 
years, he a prominent 
practicing 


lawyer in the city. Mr. Burr left 
the city in 1323 for the east, where 
his death recently occurred. One 
of his early partnerships was with 
Judg«"S. B. Pound. 
Another early member 
of 
the 


Lancaster bar was L. W. Bllllngs- 
ley, who was successively a mem- 
ber of the firm of Lamb, Billings- 
ley, & Lambertson, Billingsley & 
Woodward, 
and 
Billlngsley 
& 


Greene. 
The 
latter partnership 
lasted for t-vent yyears. Mr. Bill- 
ingsley was also appointed United 
States land commissioner and was 
a charter member of Farragut post. 


Two governors have been mem- 


bers of Farragut post. 


Governor Albitius 
Nance, 
who 


made a marked 'political record for 
himself aa a young man, was fhe 
first governor to be a post member. 
Before his election as governor, Al- 
binus Nance was a representative 
in the Nebraska 
legislature. He 


•was also chairman 
of the state 


delegation to the republican na- 
tional convention In 1876, and in 
the same year was again elected to 
the legislature and made speaker of 
the house, although not then 30 
years of age. Governor Nance com- 
pleted hta four years as the state's 
executive in 18S3, when 
only 35 
years old. 


Two Governors on Role*. 


John M. Thayer, the other gov- 


»rnor. came to Omaha In 1854 a

vividly remembers the trip in the 
oveied wagons from "Wisconsin to 
Vebraska and because he so well 
remembers the days of his youth in 
.he log cabin Mr. Witt cherishes

ters that many Nebraska pioneers 
called "home." 


The above reproductions tell the 


story 
of 
the , transition of farm 


houses from* the time the sturdj 
pioneers settled in Nebraska and 
dwelt in lop cabins to the present 
day of modern conveniences. 


At the top is shown one of thfc 


first buildings in Saline county. It 
was erected In 1861 by Michael-F. 
"Witt, who brought his family to 
the then prairie .state or Nebraska 
from "Wisconsin, the 
trip being 


made in ox-drawn covered wagons 
At the time the photograph was, 
taken it was the oldest building IR 
Saline county. I,t was made of na- 
tive timber taken from the tree& 
along a creek adjoining the Witt 
homestead one mile north and two 
miles east of Western, Neb. Twcj 
or three 
families who made the 


trip from "Wisconsin together set- 
tled in that section of th* at»U 


men joined forces in building theii 
own cabins which served as their 
"homes" for many years and in 
which their sons

grew to manhood *and womanhood. 


The center photograph shows the 


second dwelling house on the M. G. 
Witt farm which was erected in 
1868. 
This house still remains there. 


The lower picture is a reproduc- 


tion ot the pYesent house on the 
Witt place that is now occupied 
by Fred Witt and owned by Fred 
Zabcl. It was put up in 1894. The 
property has always remained in, 
the Witt family, Mrs. Zabel being 
a daughter of Michael F. Witt.
